STORM. 


From Europe to the 
Creat West. 


Snow Piled in Huge Drifts by 
the Blizzard. 


Terrible Tales of Suffering and 
of Death. 


Wrecks in the British Channel—A Water 
Famine at Buffalo, N. Y.—Perilous 
Position of Men at Milwaukee. 

The Worst in Years.

. CHICAGO, Feb. 12.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) A genuine blizzard set in 
here last night and continues una- 
‘bated. A flerce gale swept from the 
northeast, accompanied by wet, blind- 
ing snow which is piling up in drifts 
in the streets, delaying incoming trains 
and blocking street-car traffic. It is 
the worst storm of the winter. 

At noon the wind was Dilowing sev- 
enty miles an hour, with the coldest 
weather of the year. Many pedestrians 
were injured by being carried off their 
feet in the gale. Many carriages were 
overturned and the occupants hurt. 
The waves on the lake are extremely 


Advices to the Associated Press show 
that the storm is very widespread. 
Reports from southern Ijlinois, south- 
ern and central Indiana, Missouri and 
Arkansas all tell of the same story. The 
situation promises to be aggravated 
by a sudden drop in temperature, cov- 
ering the ground with a coating of ice. 
Traffic is at a standstill. The tele- 
graphic situation is serious. There are 
no wires south and very few in any 
other direction. 

During the afternoon the storm here 
increased in violence, the wind at times 
rising to a velocity of seventy-five 
miles an hour and the snow growing 
heavier. It is the worst storm that 
Chicago has ever known, and by 4 
o'clock .this afternoon business of all 
kinds was at a standstill. 

Trains are greatly delayed and to- 
night most of tne Kustern roads did 
not start trains. The New York lim- 
ited on the Erie pulled out at 2 o'clock 
with two engines and three hours later 
was twelve miles from the city stuck 


fast. Two additional engines which 
were sent after it did no good. The in- 
coming. New York limited on the same. 


road stuck in a snowbank a mile from 
the depot and six engines gave it up 
as a bad job. The Rock Island started 
one passenger train and it got back 
after running something over a mile 
in three hours. 

A wreck occurred on the Lake Shore 
road at Seventy-ninth street, owing 
to the impossibility of the engineer to 
go ahead, and one man was badly 
crushed and several freight cars splin- 
tered. On the streets collisions and 
accidents were numerous. 

The new addition to the postoffice 
was badly damaged, windows being 
blown in and the glass roof shatterea. 
Snow an inch deep covered the floor 
and water softened the plaster ana 
caused it to fall. | 

The gale from the lake continued 
to grow furiously well into the night. 
The drifts, six or more feet deep, which 
formed in many streets, rendered them 
almost impassible. The high wind 
caused numerous fires and it was al- 
most impossible for the firemen to get 
through the streets. At 11 o’clock the 
storm showed signs of dying out and 
the wind was abating. 

SPRINGFIELD (Ill.,) Feb. 12.—Ten 
inches of snow has fallen here. Streer 
cars are barely moving and busjness is 
practically suspended. The _ schools 
have closed on account of poor attend- 
ance, 

QUINCY Feb. 12.—The snow is 
nearly eighteen inches on a level here. 
Nothing like it has been seen for more 
than ten years. The street railways 
are almost helpless. Telephone and 
telegraph, service is much impaired. 

AURORA Feb. 12.—The most 
severe blizzard known in years has 
prevailed all day. Traffic is impeded 
and business places practically closed. 

DBS MOINES (lonwa,) Feb. 12.—(By 
the Associated Press.) Snow lies nine 
inches on the level, and is badly 
drifted. Traffic of all kinds was inter- 
rupted and trains delayed. Reports from 
surrounding towns state that the snow- 
storm has been equally severe over a 
large district, and that much suffering 
prevails in consequence. 

BLOOMINGTON (Ill.,) Feb. 12.—It 
has snowed all day. The drifts are 
five feet deep. Street cars are com- 
pletely blocked and railway trains 
seriously delayed. 

MINONK (ill.,) Feb. 12.—The heav- 
lest snowstorm of the season has been 
raging for the past twenty-four hours. 
The roads are impassable and railway 
traffic is greatly hinderet. 


OKLAHOMA. 


Horrible Tragedy in the Territory—Perish- 
ing from Cold. 

ST. LOUIS, Feb. 12.—(By the As- 
sociated Press,) A special to the Re- 
public from Guthrie, Okla., says that 
snow is two feet deep. Reports of 
suffering and death came in from all 
parts of the Territory. Mrs. Fannie 
Spencer, a homesteader near Cross, 
was found frozen stiff. ‘Many are living 
in tents and their condition is awful. 
James Mulligan, near Perry, was found 
frozen to death and his partner, Harvey 
Newcomb, died from exposure. At 
Ponca, Mr. Cramer and two children 
were found frozen stiff in coyotes’ bur- 
rows, ten yards from their abode. 

Henry Melton, a cowboy who was with 
Buffalo Bill at the World’s Fair, was 
discovered by a party of hunters early 
this morning, dead under his horse. 
At Anadarko, two Indian pupils were 
found yesterday buried under a snow- 


‘heavy fall of snow. 


one of the children immediately ex- 
pired. The other shows signs of recov- 
ery. This evening, a report reached 
here that a family named Sears, near 
Woodward, had been found frozen to 
death, but no es are obtain- 
able. 

MURDBPRBED HIS FAMILY. 
\Word from Cross that Sherman 
tone and family, consisting of wife 
and five children, were found sitting 
about the stove with throats cut from 
ear to ear. The following note, found 
on a table near by the stove, gives a 
horrible story of murder and suicide 
in connection with the storm: ‘‘Wood 
all gone; Mollie frozen to death: the 
rest of us are freezing. I have killed 
my family and now I kill myself to 
prevent further suffering. God have 
mercy on us.” 

Stone was a homesteader and lived 
in a tent. It is thought that after the 
snow melts hundreds of dead settlers 
will be found along with the remains 
of thousands of cattle. 


WISCONSIN. 


**The Breaking Waves Desi High’’'—A Steamer 
Missing. 
MILWAUKEE, Feb. 12.—(Ry the As- 
sociated Press.) Swirling clouds of 
snow in which there have been but one 
or two rifts since daylight, have shut 
from view the house at the in-take 
tunnel, one mile from the shore of the 
lake. In this building are nineteen 
workmen—at least there were on Sun- 
day night. There is considerable fear 
expressed that the tragedy of last 
spring may have been repeated. At 
that time fourteen workmen were 
caught in an air shaft under water, to 
which they went for safety when it was 


apparent that the house would be car-’ 


ried away. 

This afterrioon, at 4 o'clock, the dark 
outlines of the crib were plainly seen 
from the North Point pumping-station, 
and at 10:30 tonight a white light Is 
visible which indicates the building is 
intact, though the waves are no doubt 
washing over it. It is more stoutly 
built than the shell which succumbed to 
last spring's gale. 

Later.—Lights were seen at the crib 
at about 2:30 this (Tuesday) morning 
and although it is impossible to com- 
municate with the place it is reason. 
ably certajn the nineteen men out 
there are safe. The storm has almost 
entirely subsided. 

The steamer Roanoke of the Detroit, 
Grand Haven and Milwaukee Railroad 
Company, which left here at 11 o'clock 
on Sunday night, is reported overdue at 
Grand Haven. The vessel should have 
reached there early this morning. Some 
fear is expressed for her safety as the 
storm has been one of the worst of the 
year. Besides her crew, the only pas- 
sengers known to be aboard are ten 
members of the Leonzo Bro’s. Theat- 
rical Company.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—(By /Ahe 
Associated Press.) Congress will have 
a hard problem to solve soon in com- 
plications which have arisen over the 
stock of the Union Pacific. During 
the past week there has been much 
quiet discussion of the matter, spurred 
on by the attention given to other em- 
barrassments in the railroad situation, 
arising from the management of the 
roads by the receivers. 

Cc. P. Huntington has been in Wash- 
ington several days in consultation, 
part of the time with Senator Brice, 
chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Pacific Railroads, also with other Sen- 
ators and Representatives. 

The result of his visit was the intro- 
duction of a bill for refunding the debt 
of the Union Pacific. Mr. Reilly of 
Pennsylvania, chairman of the House 
committee, has conferred frequently 
with Brice on the subject and is fully 
informed of the views of the Senate 
committee. 

Several schemes for settlement have 
been proposed to the House comnmnit- 
tee, but no one of them has yet re- 
ceived sufficient backing to justify its 
motion as a probability. 

Suid one of the members of the 
House: “This matter is going to be 
troublesome. The Fifty-third Congress 
‘will have to deal with perplexities 
greatly enlarged by the strong Popu- 
listic sentiment In Congress, which re- 
gards all corporations, particularly the 
railroad corporations, very severely.- 

Jérry Simpson; the Populist leader, 

Says the government should buy the 
Union Pacific outright and run it, and 
if it succeeded with it, it would be a 
step toward government control of 
railroads. 
. A new turn has been given the sil- 
ver discussion in the House by Mr. 
Bland’s anndbuncement that he will 
move at a later day to amend the 
pending bill, so that silver certificates 
may be issued only as silver dollars 
are coined with the added authority 
to the Secretary of the Treasury to 
issue certificates in advance of the 
coinage if .he so desires. 

This change is designed to overcome 
one of the main objections that Secre- 
tary Carlisle has to the bill. This 
objection was shared by many members 
of the House to such an extent that 
the passage of the seigniorage bill was 
in doubt. The change now proposed 
by Mr. Bland obviates objections, so 
that the passage of the seigniorage bil! 
is regarded as rtain. 

The Hawaii controversy occupied 
the principal time of the Senate today, 
Senator Gray opening his argument in 
defense of President Cleveland. His 
speech was devoted principally to an 
attempt to prove the complicity of 
Minister. Stevens in the revolution, the 
Senator citing evidence of members of 
the provisional government to show 
that they were in daily consultation 
with the Minister previous to the revo- 
lution and expected the protection of 
the American troops in the plan to 
overthrow the Queen’s government. 
Senator Gray did not conclude his 
speech, and will resume his argument 
tomorrow. 

The indications are that the Senate 
tariff bill will not be ready for submis- 
sion before February 20. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—(Ry the As- 
sociated Press.) SENATE.—A petition 
signed by 30,000 wool-growers owning 
one seventh of all the sheep in the 
United States protesting against the 
free-wool clause of the tariff bill was 
presented by Senator Cullom. Among 
the petitioners are the Navajo tribe of 
Indians, which owns 1,500,000 sheep. 

A petition against free jron ore and 
free lumber was presented by Senator 
Faulkner. 

Senator Gray of Delaware then ad- 
dressed the Senate on the Hawaiian 
question. In his speech he said: ‘“‘The 
evidence all goes to show that the 
annexation movement was confined to 
that comparatively small junta of able, 
intelligent and vicious men who, with 
the aid of the American Minister, ac- 
complished, so far as they could, the 
object which they had in view. I want 
to say now that I believe Stevens is 
a good man, a good neighbor and an 
honest citizen, but he is not the most 
discreet man who ever occupied such 
a position in a foreign country. He 
knew the project was in hand and it 
is impossible for me to believe other- 
wise than that Stevens was in active 
complicity with the provisional gov- 
ernment.” 

Senator Pettigrew presented a reso-

A Woman Moftally Wounded by @ Stray 
- Bullet—The Assassin Cut Down by 
an Officer —A Judicial 
Inquiry.

PARIS, Feb. 12.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) A young man, acting 
from motives of revenge, exploded a 
bomb at 9 o'clock tonight in the cafe 
beneath the Terminus Hotel, opposite 
the St. Lazarre Railroad station, The 
place was full of people at the time. 
A man who had dined in the cafe 
was seen to raise his arm and throw 
something into the middle of the room. 
A terrific explosion followed. The cafe 
was filled with smoke, and lying 
on the floor were a number of per- 
sons wounded. The bomb had handed 
upon a table, around which a party 
had been sitting. The persons grouped 
at this table suffered most. The in- 
jured numbered fifteen, nearly all 
wounded in the legs. 

The man responsible for the cowardly 
act has not been allowed to escape. 
As soon as he had thrown the bomb 
he ran out of the place and darted 
away. The alarm was given, and a 
number of policemen joined in the chase. 
The fugitive drew a revolver and red 
several shots, killing a workman and 
wounding a number of persons. One 
man who was struck was a policeman, 
and the wound is considered fatal. The 
man was captured when 150 yards from 
the cafe. His name is Leon Breton. 
He had been employed in the cafe as a 
Waiter, but had been discharged for 
misvonduct. 

The news of the explosion caused a 
sensation throughout the city. The 
Minister of the Interior visited the 
scene as soon as notified of the occur- 
rence. Breton, before the explosion, had 
been sitting on the outside of the cafe 
and had partaken of refreshments. As 
he was leaving the place he threw 
the bomb, aiming at an electric light 
chandelier. The explosion shattered 
the plate glass in front of the place, 
destroyed one marble-top table, over- 
turned others, and smashed glassware 
and plates. 

Breton, on leaving the cafe, rushed 
toward the Rue de Rome. A policeman 
sitting on the top of an omnibus saw 
Breton, jumped to the ground and 
seized him. Breton turned on the 
policeman and fired a shot at him. The 
policeman grabbed him and beth fell. 
While on the ground Breton fired an- 
other shot at the policeman and struck 
a woman who was passing. The woman 
fell to the ground mortally wounded. 

The policeman had been badly wound- 
ed by Breton’s first shot and was un- 
able to hold on to the prisoner. The 
latter, still brandishing his revolver, 
regained his feet and was likely to do 
further -mischief. Headed by another 
policeman the crowd rushed forward to 
secure him. Breton again attempted 
to use his revolver but the policeman 
cut him over the face with a sabre, 
staggering him. He was then arrested. 
The mob demanded that he be lynched, 
and would have carried out their in- 
tentions had not a strong force of police 
arrived, 

Five persons who were passing on 
the street at the time of the explo- 
sion were injure’ by flying fragments 
of glass. The inquiry before the com- 
missaire showed that the bomb was con- 
structed in the form of a sardine box 
and contained -chlorate, powder and 
pieces of lead of the size of cherries. 

Breton admitted that he was an An- 
archist and told the doctor who dressed 
the wound which he received from the 
policeman’s sabre that his main object 
was to avenge Vaillant, and that others 
will follow his example. Breton later 
was subjected to an examination by the 
Minister of the Intérior Minister of 
Justice, the chief detectives and others. 
He denied that he was the author of 
the crime, adding insolently: “I am an 
Anarchist. The sooner the bourgeoise 
burst up the better, but I know noth- 
ing. I did not enter the cafe. You can 
suppose I arrived here from Peking or 
from Marseilles, as you please.” 

Notwithstanding the statement that 
he was not in the cafe Greton was 
identified by a woman who was injured 
by the explosidn, who said it,/seemed 
that ‘there were two others with him. 
In the waiting-hall of the St. Lazarre 
Railroad station the police arrested a 
wounded man trying to conceal himself. 
He refused to give his name. It is 
believed that he belongs to the Anar- 
hchist group of Neuilly, of which the 
police believe that Breton is a member. 
The authorities think it probable that 
the crime was committed by Breton 
while in the company of accomplices. 

The sufferers from the explosion and 
Breton’s revolver-shots number twenty- 
eight persons. The inquiry began by 
the ministers and magistrates contin- 
ued yntil 1:15 o’clock this morning.

Willis Reproaches Secretary 


Gresham. 


He Quotes the Latter’s Statements to Thurs- 
ton—Dole First Made Them Public. 
They Would Have Allayed 

Excitement.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The President, late 
this afternoon, transmitted to Congress 
additional Hawaiian correspondence. 
The President’s message is as follows: 

“To the Congress: I transmit’ here- 
with two dispatches received a few 
days ago from our Minister at Hawaii, 
and a reply to one of them from the 
Secretary of State, ip which a correct 
version is given of an interview 
which occurred on November 14, 1893, 
between the Secretar) of State and 
Thurston, representing the Hawaiian 
provisional governmen: at Washington. 
(Signed) “GROVER. CLEVELAND.” 

ESTABLISHED TO LAST. 

BOSTON, Feb. 12.—An evening news- 
paper has a special from a Honolulu 
correspondent, dated February 3, con- 
sisting of an interview with President 
Dole. in which that gentleman makes 
several points not hitherto brought out. 
He dwells with emphasis on the claim 
that it was the Queen herself who was 
an insurgent. ‘“‘She had rebelled against 
her own government. This revolt on 
her part was equivalent to abdication. 
There was then no government at all,” 
said President Dole, 

Annexation or not, the correspondent 
says, the provisional government was 
built to last, and was so looked upon 
from the first. No re-election of presi- 
dent will ever be allowed. As to plans 
for the future, le would state noth- 
ing of a definite’ character till he was 
sét<«at rest on all estions in which 
ent may have 
interest. 

The first of the correspondence sub- 
mitted is a letter from Willis to Gres- 
ham on January 16, reciting the form- 
er’s action in declining to recognize or 
participate in the celebration of the 
first anniversary of the provisional | 
government. 

In the second letter of the same date 
Willis ‘writes to Gresham: “In the let- 
ter from Dole, dated January 11, the 
statement is made that on November 14 
Thurston called on Gresham and in- 
quired whether Gresham’s letter of Oc- 
tober 18 was authentic and was in- 
formed that it was. Thurston then 
asked Gresham if it was the intention 
of the United States government to 
employ force in restoring the Queen. 
Gresham declined to answer the ques- 
tion, saying he would speak to the 
President and talk more fully later in 
the afternoon. Gresham informed 
Thurston that all he was at liberty to 
state was that Willis had no instruc- 
tions to do anything to cause injury to 
life or property. 

“Thurston said to Gresham: ‘Your 
answer does not convey the informa- 
tion I requested. What I desire is to 
obtain information which will guide 
my government in action. If they 
know that force is to be used by you, 
their course of action will necessarily 
be different from what it otherwise 
would be. The definite information 
that you intend to use force may be 
the means of preventing you from 
using force and saving bloodshed.’ To 
which Gresham replied: ‘Our relations 
in the past have been pleasant and I 
wapt them to continue to be so in the 
future and be perfectly courteous to 
you, and I cannot at present answer 
you more fully than I have done.’” 

Willis writes: “I do not know 
whether Thurston made this statement 
public in the United States at that 
time, but I do know that the first in- 
timation this community has upon the 
subject is contained in Dole’s letter.” 

Py letter on January 11 he said: 
“HT your statement to Thurston been 
made public here at the time (Novem- 
ber 24). when it was received, the ex- 
citement resulting from the warlike 
preparations of the provisional gov- 
ernment would have been alHlayed and 
the critical and dangerous condition 
avoided.’’ 

Replying to this letter, Secretary 
Gresham writes to Willis on February 
7, substantially corroborating Thurs- 
ton’s version of the interviews of No- 
vember 14, except that he did not say 
in either interview that he was not 
at liberty to answer Thurston’s ques- 
tion, but did say: “I cannot be more 
explicit at this time.’

BERLIN, Feb, 12.—A heavy gale has 
been blowing in various parts of Ger- 
many for several days. At Stettin, the 
wind was particularly severe,’ and 
caused a great deal of damage to prop- 
erty. The roof of the Stettin Railway 
station was partly wrecked and the 
supporting beams of the Stralau-Rum- 
mels’burg station ‘were badly wrenched 
and oarried against the waiting-hall, 
a side of which was crushed in. An 
official at the station was serious.y in- 
jured. Considerable damage was .also 
done in the suburbs of Stettin. 

The gale has been raging in_ North 
Germany since Saturday afternoon. 
Telegraph service is everywhere inter- 
rupted. Many buildings containing 
valuable merchandise have been sunk 
in the Elbe at Hamburg and several 
houses have collapsed, killing two oc- 
cupants. The damage to property is 
immense. It is feared other fatalities 
will be reported. 

STETTIN (Germany,) Feb. 12.—The 
newly-built tower of Jacob’s Church 
was blown down by the gale today. 
It was 120 metres high. Two smaller 
towers were also demolished.

THE COMMON SENSE OF PROTECTION. 


We hear a good deal of wild talk on 
the subject of the tariff nowadays, 
and with many people who ought to 
know better it appears to be fashionable 
to lean toward free trade. Perhaps the 
aping of everything British, which has 
become so general among the jeunesse 
doree of our large cities, is to some ex- 
tent responsible for this strange af- 
fectation among a people who have 
profited so remarkably from the doc- 
trine of protection as have the people 
of America. Many of the younger peo- 
ple seem to think they would like to 
gee free trade given a trial “just for a 
change.” These people, having never 
seen anything of the workings of free 
trade, are consequently not capable of 
forming any valuable opinion as to the 
relative merits and demerits of the 
two systems. In a recent speech in the 
Senate by Senator Morrill, that gentle- 
man brushed aside many of the clouds 
that have gathered around the ques- 
tion of protection or free trade and 
placed the matter in a very clear and 
convincing light. Senator Morrill showed 
that after the war in 1812 had any 
American statesman opposed protective 
‘tariff he would have been regarded as 
a foe to his country. Mr. Calhoun, in 
1816, as a friend of American tariff pro- 
tection, hardly lagged behind Henry 
Clay; and Gen. Jackson, in 1824, was 
not less its champion than John Quincy 
Adams. There was then but little more 
than one party, and that was unani- 
mously for ‘a tariff that would pro- 
tect.”” Both Houses of Congress were 
Democratic in 1828, and among the 
eminent Senators who voted for the 
ultra-protective tariff of 1828, and who 
subsequently became Democratic Pres- 
idents, will be found the names of Mar- 
tin Van Buren and James Buchanan. 
Such distinguished supporters of pro- 
tection would now be drummed out of 
the Democratic camp by some self- 
elected drum-majors. In 1860 the votes 
of Virginia and Tennessee were given 
to Bell and Everett, both of whom 
favored tariff protection. Tne tariff 
of 1861, undeniably blessed with the 
virtues of protection, was approved by 
a, Democratic President, a veteran long 
in the highest service of his party. 

As to the reasons why American 
workingmen should favor protection to 
American industries, Senator Morrill 
said: 

“Any claim of superior stamina on 
the part of: Americans, or of doing 
more work in a day than any other 
people, is a vainglorious assumption. 
‘The British of the same _ stock; 
and bred in an _é equally healthy 
climate. A Briton, so long as he is 
able to get full pay, without doubt is 
about as athletic and physically .as 


good as an American, and probably 
no better. 

“In Great Britain no wage-earner 
ever rises to be an employer of wage- 
earners. In the United States it is a 
common occurrence and almost the 
rule, that the head or business manager 
of any industrial company has risen 
from the ranks ef. practical manual! 
labor. The biographies of our captains 
of industry shine forth as abundantly: 
aS the stars of the milky way. 

“It has been long roundly, perhaps 
ignorantly, claimed that the difference 
in wages here compared with the lower 
British wages is compensated by the 
lower cost of living; but this has no 
basis of truth, except that the lower 
seale of wages practically and brutally 
imposes upon ritish wWwace-earners 
a lower and far inferior scale of living. 
If the provisions and comforts pf life 
were to made equal to those of wage- 
earners in America, the British cost 
would be found excessive and insup- 
portable. The foundation of England’s 
large wealth was laid by a century of 
stringent tariff protection. 

“British wage-earners, as we all 
know, obtain on the average, under 
free trade, but little more than one- 
half as much reward for labor as 
Americans obtain under protection. 

“The advantages of a _ protective 
tariff are not claimed on account of its 

uction and diffusion of wealth 
alone, but on account of its beneficence, 
jts educational and civilizine influence, 
its distribution of the comforts of life 
among the men who work, and as the 
strongest arm of national independ- 
ence.” 

These truthful, common-sense remarks 
should be studied by all who may be 
inclined to imagine that the doctrine 
to which they have held for many 


The shamelessly extravagant man- 
ner in which some railroad enterprises 
have been condycted during the past 
few years was well shown during the 
trial of the Northern Pacific case in 
Milwaukee a few days ago. One of the 
attorneys showed that the syndicate 
which acquired the Northern Pacific 
and Manitoba line and sold it to the 
Northern Pacific cleared $1,000,000. He 
also said $900,000 were squandered in 
terminals at Seattle. In the case of 
the Rocky Ford and Cook City lines 
he said the company had paid $4,000,- 
000 for a road worth only $800,000, in or- 
der to reach a coal mine worth $2,000,- 
000. Of the Seattle, Lake Shore and 
Eastern road, which cost the Northern 
Pacific $2,000,000, only a mile and a 
half of the line was left, the rest con- 
sisting of rusty iron and rotten ties. 
It is no wonder, under such circum- 
stances as these, that receivers multi- 
ply and dividends disappear. 


Some good people profess much indig- 
nation at learning that the squaw of 
Kid, the Apache outlaw, had been shot 
in Arizona by a_ white prospector.

It is the 
squaws who go over the field of car- 
nage after a combat and frightfully 
mutilate the bodies of the dead and 
wounded. Any sympathy-that is ex- 
pended on such creatures is entirely 
wasted. They are entitled to just as 
much sympathy and consideration as 
the male devils whom they accom- 
pany—no more and no less. 


The controversy in regard to the 
manner in which the Los Angeles High 
School is being conducted threatens to 
become as protracted and heated as 
that which was recently waged in these 
columns between the friends and oppo- 
nents of the Roman Catholic church.

BURBANK THEATER.—A dfamati- 
zation of Stevenson’s uncanny story, 
“Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde,”’ was pre- 
sented at this house last night, with 
Percy Hunting in the double roles, to 
a rather light house, probably made so 
to some extent by the frosty condition 
of the atmosphere.

Still Mounting Their Tottering Frames. 

LOS ANGBLES, Feb. 12.—(To the 
Editor of The Times.) I wish to thank 
the parents for coming to the front 
in regard to the High School. 

It is possible that the class just grad- 
uated are more capable of judging than 
people of more mature years. If they 
are satisfied we are sorry that their 
standard is so low. I was a guest of 
the High School on January 30, when 
the middle A gave the delightful little 
play, “Cricket on the Hearth.” For 
the pupils presenting it I have nothing 
but commendations but I do wish to 
criticize the pupils in the audience. 
They were rude and noisy in the ex- 
treme. In fact I never was present in 
an audience so suggestive of ‘‘hood- 
lums.”’ 

The djfferent classes came decked in 
their class-colors, the boys of one 
grade with great bows of red cambric, 
fastened upon their heads, while their 
trowsers were tied with bands of the 
same. 

The class of '96 came in like a band of 
wild Irishmen with parasols and um- 
brellas hoisted, and covered with their 
class colors. 

In the intermissions of the play it 
was hardly worth while to attempt to 
speak to your neighbor—the noise would 
not permit it. 

One of the under teachers expressed 
her regret and mortification. But there 
stcod Mr. Cates, not once suggesting 
order. Is there anything helpful or 
elevating about such an exhibition as 
this? The whole thing seemed so per- 
fectly helpless that I went away feel- 
ing that I must do something to place 
my child in different surroundings. 
One only needs to know Mr. Cates to 
realize that he can never fill the posi- 
tion. 

“Interested Parent” calls attention to 
his superior officer, Leroy D. Brown, 
who is as much out of his sphere as 
Mr. Cates. Back of them both stand 
the members of the Board of Education 
who put them in office.

Several new shells had been discov- 
ered, described and named. One of 
these had been named by Prof. Dail 
for the writer. She described the 
planting of oyster beds in the Alami- 
tos Bay. 

J. M. Guinn read a paper on ‘‘Mete- 
orological Myths and Superstitions.” 
He outlined the growth of the supersti- 
tion that demons have power to cause 
storms, and depicted the horrors of the 
witch-huntings, torturings and burn- 
ings that were common in Europe dur- 
ing the fifteenth and sixteenth centu- 
ries, when the belief was prevalent, 
both among Protestants and Catholics, 
that witches. produced storms. 

Theological meteorology received its 
death-blow when Franklin invented 
the lightning-rod. 

The president, C. P. Dorland, deliv- 
ered his inaugural address. He out- 
lined the course that he thought the 
society should pursue to make it a suc- 
cess. He appointed the various com- 


mittees, and urged the members to 
work. 
Mr. Mulholland, a corresponding 


member from Inyo, stated several his- 
torical events that occurred in that 
county that had never been written up. 
Among others, the last Indian mas- 
sacre that occurred in Southern Cali- 
a and the great earthquake of 
A. W. Blair gave some reminiscences 
of early days in California that were 
interesting. 

The society adjourned to the first 
Monday in March. 


CHURCH DEDICATION. 


Consecration of the Second Presbyterian 
Church. 

Sunday was a glad day for the Pres- 
byterians of Bast Los Angeles, and, 
indeed, for those of that denomina- 
tion-throughout the city. When a beau- 
tiful church building is dedicated, it 
not only marks an advance in religion, 
but progress in the culture and morality 
of the community where it is located. 

The large auditorium of the Secotid 
Presbyterian Church, seating 800, was 
well filled with the friends of the church 
Sunday, at 2:30 p.m. On the platform 
were Revs. E. 8S. Chapman, W. J. Chi- 
anester, W. S. Young, C. M. Fisher, D. 
R. Colmery and the pastor of ‘the 
church, Rev.*L. F. Laverty. 

A beautifully-prepared programme 
of the dedicatory exercises was in the 
hands of the audience, and it was most 
impressively carried out, 

Rev. E. S. Chapman of Oaktand, pas- 
tor of Mills College and moderator of 
the Synod of California, preached the 
dedicatory sermon, from Psalm Ixxxvii, 
2, ‘“‘The Lord loveth the gates of Zion 
more than all the dwellings of Jacob.”’ 
Dr. Chapman is an excellent speaker. 
and, without notes, delivered a sermon 
that will be long remembered. He 
dwelt impressively upon the dwellings 
of Jacob, which, he said, represented 
our homes, and spoke of the far-reach- 
ing influence of those homes; that a 
man’s true chiaracter was manifested 
in his home life. God loved the tents 
of Jacob, but He, loved the gates of 
Zion, the church, even more. From a 
material standpoint the church is a 
most economical instituttion; better to 
spend hundreds in building Christian 
character than thousands in reforma- 
tory and penal institutions. 

The secretary of the board of trustees 
reported that the enlargement of the 
church building and furnishing had 
cost about $9000, and that there was 
a floating indebtedness of about $200. 
The friends of the church rallied nobly 
‘to its support, and $2200 was subscribed. 

This church has-had a wonderful 
growth under its present pastor. The 
membership has doubled in less than 
two years, and the seating capacity en- 
larged from 300 to 800, with modern 
conveniences for Sunday-school pur- 
poses and effective church work. 

After the money had been raised the 
dedicatory exercises proper took place, 
which consisted of an impressive re- 
sponsive service, dedicatory prayer by 
Dr. Chapman, and lastly three beautiful 
anthems, rendered by a double choir led 
by Prof. Jeffreys.

ces PLUMBING ORDINANCE. 

A communication from the Board 
of Health recommended the adoption 
of an ordinance embodying the plumb- 
Ing rules and regulations contained in 
a draft at the same time presented by 
the board. Referred to the special com- 
mittee previously appointed to draft a 
plumbing ordinance. 

Another communication from. the 
Board of Health stated that the mo- 
tion of President Teed, that the atten- 
tion of the board be called to the 
stench arising from the Cudahy pack- 
ing-house and that the board be re- 
quested to report to the Council 
whether or not the same be a nuisance, 
had been referred back to the Coun- 
cil without recommendation.

$1570 for expenditures such as station- 
ery, lumber, job printing, meat, veg- 
etables, bread, groceries, and coal for 
City Prison, tool-sharpening, black- 
smithing, repairs, feed, and general 
suplies for the street department, coal 
for heating the City Hall, repairing 
paved streets and other general ex- 
pen @hargeéeable to this fund. 

“The demands and transfers from 
this fund from the Ist to the 8th of 
February amount to $11,353.14, or the 
full amount of the monthly average 
with the larger part of the regular 
monthly expenditures outside of pay- 
rolls still to be presented, which will 
increase the expenditures to from $3000 


and while this amount includes $2000 
of the $6000 transferred from the cash 
fund to the employment fund, the 
expenses properly chargeable to this 
fund will exceed the monthly esti- 
mate by.at, least $2000, 

facts herein presented warrant 
us in stating that if we anticipate end- 
ing the fiscal year without an over- 
draft on this fund, expenses must be 
curtailed to the lowest possible point, 
and that such concerted action as your 
honorable body may deem advisable 
to accomplish this result be taken at 
the earliest possible moment. 

‘We would recommend, in view of 
these facts, that the City Clerk be in- 
structed to notify all departments of 
the city government that they must 
administer their departments within 
the amoynts allowed them in the an- 
nual. estimates, as no transfers will be 
made to cover deficits in their funds; 
and that the.Clerk notify all city offi- 
cers that they must exercise the most 
rigid economy in their several depart- 
ments, and also notify all departments 
and city officers that under no circum- 
stances must any s be purchased 
or labor furnished without first having 
obtained the necessary authorization 
therefor, as under no circumetances 
will the city relieve any officer of per- 
sonal responsibility for labor on.mate- 
rial furnished without authorization.” 

This was referred to the committee 
of 

“In e matter 
tion from the Merchants’ Association, 
asking the Council to define their posi- 
tion in the matter of the removal of 
the so-called merchants’ license, and 
referred to this committee, we beg to 
report, that since this question was 
first presented to the Council by the 
Merchants’ Association, demands have 
been made upon the funds of the city 
which were unlooked-for at that time, 
but which the cause of humanity re-. 
quired the municipal authorities to rec. 
ognize. 

“In the matter of providing work for 
the unemployed, the city has expended 
about $10,000, for which no provision 
was made in the annua! estimates, and 
all of which money has been expended 
in our own city in providing food and 
for many who 
would otherwise have been in want for 
the necessities of life. 

“As stated in another portion of this 

report, it will be necessary to practice 
the strictest economy in order to’ finish 
the fiscal year without a deficit in the 
several funds and to invite such a 
deficit by removing this source of rev- 
enue at this time with no source from 
which to provide for the amount of 
license removed we cannot help but 
feel would work a great injustice on 
the people of the city and stop the 
proper administration ,of the affairs 
of the municipality. . 
“We believe that this association, 
composed of the best men of the, com- 
munity, willl appreciate these facts 
when properly placed before them, and 
we do not believe it unbecoming in 
this Council to appeal to them to“assist 
the municipa] authorities by paying 
this license, which is comparatively 
small in each individual case; but which 
in the a te amounts to a .large 
sum, until the time for fixing the next 
annual levy, when proper provision can 
be made for its removal, rather than 
by forcing the city into a position of 
enforcing its collection, thereby adding 
a temporary embarrassment and ad- 
ditional expense to the city as well as 
to themselves. 

“In view of these facts we recommend 
that the City Clerk be instructed to 
invite the members of the Merchants’ 
Association to meet the Council in an 
informal discussion of this matter on 
Wednesday, February 14, 1894, at 10 
o’clock a.m., in the Council chamber.” 

Councilman Strohm was the only one 
who opposed the adoption of the re- 
port. He said he could not see how 
the Council could possibly take off the 
tax. He opposed any such action 
when the matter was presented to the 
Council before. It seemed to him to 
be the wisest thing to do to “take the 
bull by the horns,” and let the mer- 
chants fight it out if they want to.

A Decision by Judge Towner Reversed by 
the Supreme Court—Supposed Cat~- 
tle Thicf Arrested—Uen- 
eral News. 


The Board of Supervisors met Monday 
morning with all members present. H. A. 
Peabody and John McFadden, as a com- 
mittee from the Chamber of Commerce, 
appeared before the board and asked that 
the jars now in the possession of the 
World’s Fair Committee be turned over 
to the Chamber of Commerce. The re- 
quest of the gentlemen was granted, but 
the jars are to be subject to the order 
of the board. 

In the matter of a new road in the Pla- 
centia road district, the hearing came on 
regularly and upoh a conclusion of the 
evidence the prayer of the petitioners 
for the road was granted, and it is un- 
derstood that the petitioners are to do 
all the grading that-is necessary on the 
west gully of the|\proposed road and that 
the grading is te be done to the satis- 
faction of the: board. 

Supervisor Tedford stated that he in- 
vestigated thé maiter of fencing up the 
road, preyiously referred to, in the New- 
port road distriet, and reported favorably 
to its being closed. Upon motion, the 
road was ordered closed, subject to the 
order of the board. 

The receiver’s report of the 
road in the Trabuca district was at han 
and when read was found to be favorable 
to the opening of the road, but it was not 
satisfactory and the same was referred 
back to the viewers for a reconsideration 
or an explanation of why $100 had been 
awarded to Dwight L. Whiting, when 
that gentleman had not claimed any 
damages at all. Later in the day the re- 
port was returned corrected, and upon 
motion the same was filed and the clerk 
was instructed to give notice of the hear- 
ing on February 26, at 10 o’c.ock a.m. 

The application of Caramel Pares, agen 
12 years, an orphan, and nearly blind, 
for county help was referred to Super- 
visor Armor.

DECISION REVERSED. 


The Supreme Court has reversed Judge 
Towner’s decision on the demurrer’ in 
the suit of A. P. Brown vs. Theodore 
Kling, to recover damages on a contract 
for the sale of a butcher shup in this city. 
Kling sold his business to Brown and 
agreed not to start another similar busi- 
ness here. The latter part of the agree- 
ment he broke, and on the demurrer 
Judge Towner decided that the contract 
was not drawn in accordance with the 
requirements of the code, and that con- 
sequently Brown could not recover dam- 
ages.

stored to the rolls of the school. It 
is claimed that these and thirteen 
others were excluded from the gram- 
mar school in order to force them into 
the High School. The decision of Judge 
Noyes is so broad as to admit all the 
fifteen scholars to re-enrollment in the 
grammar school.
